Amyx surname, I had been to the 
public library and the local Mid- 
western State University library, 
requested old historical documen- 
tation from state and county re- 
sources of Virginia and Kentucky, 
subscribed to Genealogical 
Helper magazine, plus many 
small local publications in Ken- 
tucky, and was in contact with 
many elderly people through let- 
ters. 

Though I had seen her name 
so many times before in print, the 
relationship that Bonnie Ruth 
would have to the family came 
rather suddenly. How well I re- 
member it! How well I remem- 
ber that day emotionally as I write 
these words. 

It was already hot that August 
morning in 1981 here Wichita 
Falls, Texas, when finally the mail 
carrier came into view. Thinking 
I might receive another interest- 
ing letter or two from other people 
inquiring information on their 
families, I quickly stepped down 
from my front porch, held out my 
hand, and was handed a large 
manila envelope. Out of the blue, 
the contents of the envelope hit 
my heart and mind in a blaze of 
glory ! 

Inside, on top of the docu- 
ments, was a letter from a Francis 
Cohen Lewis, M.D.: 

Dear Mr. Amyx, 

I saw your query in a Kentucky 
genealogical magazine recently. 
We are surely cousins. Your great- 
great- grandfather, Peter H. 
Amyx, is buried about a hundred 
yards from a farm owned by my 
father, Ernest P. Lewis, brother 
Lawrence Dale Lewis and myself. 
Our farm has the house of Henry 
Amyx and one formerly owned by 
Philip Amyx before they moved to 
Oklahoma about 1907. 

In another letter from October 
1981: 

Enclosed are pictures of the 
old Philip Amyx place, now in dis- 
repair. My cousin, Freeman 
Lewis, lives in a trailer beside the 
house, and operates the farm. 

The letters continued with the 
brother of Bonnie Ruth. When I 
wrote him, he answered promptly, 
sending more pictures and docu- 
mentation. He wanted to meet me, 
and was gracious with his re- 
peated invitations to me and my 
sister. 

Then, in 1982, my sister, 
Peggy Amyx Walker, did have 
that opportunity of a lifetime 
when she actually visited Morgan 
County and met in person my 
cousin and pen pal Dr. Francis 
Cohen Lewis and his father, 
Ernest P. Lewis. 

While I was still correspond- 
ing with the doctor, he mentioned 
Peggy’s visit. That together, be- 
cause of the knowledge of his 
dad, they discovered the grave of 
my great-grandfather, James M. 
Amyx and his wife, Polly 
Sargent. 

There was another Amyx re- 
union in New Mexico in 1983. 
Peggy had spoken on a cassette 
tape telling them about her de-

lightful trip to Morgan County. 
The tape no longer exists, but I 
had the opportunity to keep most 
of the information and transcribe 
it to the written page. 

On the tape was my Aunt Anna 
Amyx Archer, a sister to my fa- 
ther, Roy Allen Amyx, giving a 
nostalgic recollection circa 1907. 
The two of them as little children 
ran out of their home through the 
back yard and down Yocum 
Creek to their grandparents’ 
house, where their grandmother 
would give them bread and wild 
blackberry jam. 

Then 1984 came. I still have 
the last letter written to me by Dr. 
Lewis that year. He then passed 
away. I was well aware that 
Bonnie Ruth was a sister to the 
doctor. I ached with remorse that 
I did not meet him in person. I 
still yearned to visit the old home 
place in Kentucky, as Peggy did 
two years before, but my pen pal 
was gone. I also had a demand- 
ing job, along with a wife and 
children who would make a trip 
either untimely or financially im- 
probable. 

On Friday, April 16, 1993, dur- 
ing a talk with Peggy, she said to 
me, “Jim, we need to contact 
Bonnie Ruth!” 

I knew who Bonnie Ruth was, 
but even after all these years 
(1984-1993), I had not met her. 
That first meeting became an hour 
long telephone conversation, and 
first contacts certainly do give 
lasting impressions. I stood on my 
feet throughout the phone call try- 
ing to add to the conversation. 

Bonnie Ruth was very talk- 
ative, and I took in each of her 
words with a smile. The call went 
on and on, when I finally asked 
meekly, “Is it okay for me to come 
out and visit?” 

I got an immediate invitation. 
It only took about two hours that 
day through a telephone conver- 
sation between Texas and Ken- 
tucky, but I had met a new friend 
who called me family. This was 
not just an ordinary cousin or part 
of an historic family. This was a 
special kind of friend - Miss 
Bonnie Ruth Lewis. 

I rushed in my preparation for 
the trip. I had contacted Peggy, 
who decided to go, but would fly 
into Lexington along with Don 
and Emma Duggins. He too, the 
sponsor of the first reunion of 
1980, and the sponsor of the re- 
union in West Liberty of 1996, 
was a grandson of Philip H. 
Amyx. Of course, I saw firsthand 
what I was looking for and had 
never seen. 

I then met Bonnie Ruth for the 
first time, and it seemed to me that 
she had become a lifelong and 
loving acquaintance. Yet I had 
known her for only about four 
hours of time. The lasting impres- 
sion of a first encounter with 
Bonnie Ruth and seeing the first 
source of photographs from Dr. 
Lewis cannot really be expressed 
in mere words. 

I left that April, because my 
responsibilities at home forbade

me to stay any longer. I sat down 
that year and continued to write 
little short stories of what I had 
observed and experienced. 

It was less than a year later I 
was determined to go back, and 
left for another trip to Kentucky, 
this time with my wife and two 
of my sons in March 1994. 

My son, Joey, has mentioned 
a number of times his impression 
of Bonnie Ruth in 1994. On her 
table, she set up a spread of food 
fit for a king’s banquet. She 
placed the table buffet style for 
all of us to pick and choose, which 
my son, Allen, also remembers 
quite well. He especially remem- 
bers that she was taking care of 
her mother, Cora Easterling 
Lewis. 

During Bonnie Ruth’s busy 
and generous activity of provid- 
ing the food, she chatted continu- 
ously about the family and the 
land, and would insert statements 
of apology that she was not pro- 
viding enough for us. As she had 
stated many times, “You are fam- 
ily!” 

She worked and talked with an 
inward generosity and an activ- 
ity to place. She showed us her 
cows out back of the house, and 
on one occasion, she took Allen 
and me to look for a souvenir to 
take back home. 

She handed me a canned jar of 
blackberry jam, where she in- 
sisted the berries had been picked 
in the same James Amyx Branch 
where my great-grandmother, 
Polly Amyx Sargent, greeted my 
dad and his sister, Anna Jane, 
some 87 years before. 

As quickly as my sons, my 
wife and I had taken to Bonnie 
Ruth, and she had quickly taken 
to us, as she learned also about 
my feelings from reading some of 
my written memories. 

Once, during the 1994 visit, 
she sat down to read some of my 
writings with some stories about 
what I had entitled, An Amyx Ad- 
venture. Taking my theme from 
various sources such as her 
brother, Dr. Lewis, and the docu- 
ments he sent me, the transcrip- 
tion of Peggy’s cassette tape back 
in 1983, and the reaction to this 
information, she read and become 
still and quiet. The talking and 
visiting had temporarily ceased. 

“You know so much about the 
family,” Bonnie Ruth said quietly. 

“No, I got most of that infor- 
mation from your brother,” I an- 
swered quickly. 

Then she said, “Well, anyway, 
it makes me want to cry.” 

That moment is vivid in my 
memory. In a way, I felt I had 
written it just for her. 

The few hours in her presence 
in 1994 were cut short. I needed 
to return home. 

In two years was the reunion 
to rival all others. I attended only 
with my youngest son, Joey. 
Since had been with me on the 
last trip, he wanted to come again 
- but mainly to visit Bonnie Ruth. 

It was 1996, and the sponsors 
of the reunion were Don and

On the first day of that 1996 
reunion, I attempted to help 
Emmy as she set up in the large 
room. There was a delivery at the 
door. It was a large bouquet of 
flowers. Looking at the card, I 
read, “To the Amyx reunion from 
Bonnie Ruth Lewis.” 

In the evening of the last day, 
Bonnie Ruth made a personal ap- 
pearance. A celebrity had entered 
the room to attend my Amyx re- 
union. A celebrity came to me 
while the crowd looked and gave 
me a big hug. Everyone knew 
Bonnie Ruth Lewis in the com- 
munity; I felt so important. 

Bonnie Ruth did not want a 
large group of people to visit that 
night, but she insisted that Joey 
and I come and see her before we 
left - even it was late. Joey will 
never forget this night in 1996. 
When we look at her picture to- 
day, we can clearly see in our 
imaginations the living facial fea- 
tures of her eyes and mouth as she 
spoke excitedly to us during the 
last visit that year. 

It was after 10 p.m. when we 
left the reunion hall and checked 
out of the motel. We drove 
straight to Bonnie Ruth’s house. 
As we talked about the Amyxes, 
Lewises and the general family, 
Joey and I were especially hon- 
ored by a hostess willing to serve 
all our needs. 

Joey ate food until he was full, 
and then finally after more remi- 
niscing about the family, we de- 
cided in the early morning hours 
that three hours was long enough. 
We knew she was tired and de- 
cided we must go. 

Since Bonnie Ruth could not 
convince us to spend the night, 
she made more than enough sand- 
wiches for our trip back home. 

Again, I got caught up in per- 
sonal and family matters, and 
about 12 years passed by. In No- 
vember 2008, 1 decided I needed 
to return to Morgan County. I 
wrote Bonnie Ruth a letter ask- 
ing about when a good time 
would be to visit in the following 
year. Time passed, and there was 
not an answer. I was worried. Did 
someone else pick up her mail? 
Did I mail the letter to the wrong 
address? 

Finally, in January 2009, 1 got 
a phone call from Bonnie Ruth. 
She had laid down my letter, and 
it was covered up on the table. But 
she kept looking for it until she 
found it. 

Realizing that the weather 
would be better in March or April, 
I promised to call back when I got 
the family (and my old car) ready 
to go. 

We talked again in March. I 
was not feeling well because of

my COPD, a lung condition, but 
I still wanted to make the trip - 
even if I had to wait another 
month or two. 

In May, I spent a number of 
days in bed and was very sick, but 
Bonnie Ruth called and talked to 
my wife, Joy. She was concerned 
about her house and that she 
needed to move. She also spoke 
of being sick. 

That same month, my sister, 
Peggy, had talked to her. Bonnie 
Ruth told Peggy she had terminal 
cancer. She insisted that she did 
not have pain, but told Peggy that 
she was “yellow all over.” When 
Peggy told me about the illness, 
my spirit became depressed for 
some time. 

Around June 28, Peggy called 
and gave me the latest word. I had 
spent only one calendar day with 
Bonnie over so many years. In my 
heart, I reluctantly accepted the 
truth that Bonnie Ruth, that very 
special person who was dear to 
my heart, had passed away on 
June 24, 2009. She departed this 
life too soon for me. 

I still find myself yearning to 
see Bonnie Ruth one more time. 
I will take a final trip to visit her 
one day, but not to the old home 
place in Kentucky. Like Miss 
Bonnie Ruth Lewis, I am a Chris- 
tian and will yet see her again. 
This time, along with many of the 
family members who have passed 
on before, and with the Lord 
Jesus, we will have unending 
hours to visit.

I 
wonder if 50 or 60 years down 
the road there will be an old gal 
writing an article for the paper 
somewhere telling about the big 
top tent that went up in the 
middle of Main Street in West 
Liberty. 

If there is, I will bet she will 
say something like, “I remember 
when the festival came to town. 
We danced in the street and 
chewed on sticks of sorghum 
cane. I sat on my daddy’s shoul- 
ders and watched the parade 
come down Prestonsburg Street. 
There were bands and horses, 
beauty queens and people throw- 
ing candy to us. 

“I rode the kiddie train in the 
park, ate all kinds of good things 
and had a belly ache when I got 
home. We had lots of company 
come in, and Mama always 
cooked a big spread. 

“There were men dressed like 
Civil War soldiers shooting of 
their cannons. Down at the park, 
there was a big, brown mule 
walking around grinding up cane. 

“I watched the juice being 
cooked into sorghum. We took a 
jar of it home and poured some 
of it on a big dollop of butter, then 
smeared it on Mama’s biscuits. 
Yum! I remember it like it was 
yesterday!” 

I don’t know, maybe there will 
be someone writing about the 
good ol’ days at the Morgan 
County Sorghum Festival. What 
are your memories? I will bet you 
have some good ones. Oh, come 
on now - admit it. You do get a 
little excited when the big tent 
goes up. Yes, you do - you know 
you do. Guess what? Me too!

SUBSIDY 

Attention, people receiving 
Medicare’s Low Income Subsidy 
(LIS/Extra Help) which helps to 
pay for prescription medication. 
In September, you will receive a 
letter from Medicare. This letter 
will tell you if you are eligible for 
Extra Help (LIS) for next year. 

The letter from Medicare will 
be on grey paper and will be sent 
to those losing their Extra Help 
(LIS) status. If your income has 
changed any and you feel you still 
qualify for the Extra Help you can 
reapply by filling out the appli- 
cation that comes with the letter. 
The application must be com- 
pleted and returned to Social Se- 
curity within 30 days. They will 
determine if you are eligible to 
receive the help for next year. 

In Mid October an orange let- 
ter will be sent from Medicare to 
LIS/Extra Help recipients ex- 
plaining the change you can ex- 
pect to pay in co-payments for 
each prescription for 2010. In 
late October a blue letter will be 
mailed from Medicare to people 
who receive LIS/Extra Help and 
whose Plan premiums will in- 
crease in 2010. The letter will tell 
you that Medicare will automati- 
cally reassign you to another 
Plan. Be sure that all prescrip- 
tions are covered by the Plan. 
There should be a telephone num- 
ber that you may call to find out 
if the Plan will pay for your medi- 
cations. 

Medicare and your drug plan 
will send out many more letters 
about your plan in the next couple 
of months. Please read those let- 
ters carefully. Also, watch for the 
Medicare & You Handbook that 
will be mailed by October 31, 
2009 for more information on 
Medicare benefits. 

Plans that offer drug coverage 
through Medicare will begin mar- 
keting very soon. Don’t accept 
telephone calls from another Plan 
unless you have called them and 
they are returning your call. 
Medicare does not allow a new 
Plan to contact you without you 
first contacting them. 

Beginning in October, you 
may receive a letter from your 



current Drug Plan or Medicare 
Advantage Plan stating that it is 
terminating its contract with 
Medicare and will no longer of- 
fers you insurance or drug cov- 
erage. If you get a letter like this, 
you will need to enroll in another 
Plan for 2010. If you have Medi- 
care and Medicaid benefits, 
Medicare will automatically en- 
roll you into a Plan. You do want 
to be assured that the Plan that 
Medicare chooses for you will 
cover all your medications. 

Remember that November 
15 th begins the enrollment period 
for the 2010 Plans. It is recom- 
mended that whether you like 
your Plan you are with or not that 
you do a comparison for the bet- 
ter Plan for you. Medications are 
deleted from coverage along 
with increase in co-payments and 
deductibles each year so you 
need to be sure of what you are 
paying out of pocket for 2010. 
The enrollment period will end 
December 31, 2009. If you do 
nothing you may have to remain 
with the Plan you have this year 
whether it is good for you or not.

‘They’ve set the ball field on fire!’ 



By W. Lynn Nickell 

An incident happened in West 
Liberty many years ago that 
probably never happened any- 
where else. The baseball field 
was set on fire! Bizarre as it may 
seem, it is true. 

After 50 years or so, my 
memory is fuzzy about the de- 
tails, as well as those of others 
who were playing baseball with 
the Blue Sox team. There was no 
article in the local paper that I can 
find relating to the incident. I do 
not know why. You would think 
it would have been headline 
news, but it was such a ridicu- 
lous incident perhaps it was not 
newsworthy. 

Here is a little background 
about West Liberty baseball at 
that time. I believe the year was 
1956. The local team was in the 
Blue Grass League and was 
called the West Liberty Blue Sox. 
Later on in 1957, the team was 
to be called the West Liberty 
Road Oilers and was sponsored 
by Ruth Brothers Road Oiling 
Co. 

Clarence Black was the man- 
ager, and Paul Shipley was busi- 
ness manager. What a pair they 
were! They helped make West 
Liberty baseball the experience 
of a lifetime. 

West Liberty was always in a 
heated battle with Irvine for the 
league championship. Irvine had 
Eastern University ace Guy 
Strong pitching, and Hobie 
Holbrook catching. West Liberty 
had Morehead ace Steve 
Hamilton on the mound, and 
Dudley Caudill behind the plate. 

Hamilton and Strong had 
some monumental duels. Both 
became well known in the sports 
world. Hamilton became a pro- 
fessional basketball layer, a ma- 
jor league pitcher with the Yan- 
kees, college coach and athletic 
director. Strong became a long- 
time high school and college 
coach. 

The game, when the field was 
set on fire, was a crucial one that

Shipley were managers. The lo- 
cal team provided wholesome 
Sunday afternoon entertainment 
and, at times, night games 
throughout the week. We had 
played against Owingsville, 
Irvine and Beattyville for so long 
the players and fans knew each 
other by name. There is still a 
camaraderie between players 
( those who are still living!) of the 
old Blue Grass League. It made 
for a great time to be playing 
small-town baseball in Kentucky. 
The fact that a small town like 
West Liberty could be the state 
semi-pro baseball champion was 
icing on the cake. At that time, 
West Liberty had a population of 
around 1,000 people. ” 

The starting line-up and bat- 
ting order for the 1956 team was 
as follows: Lynn Nickell, If; Lred 
Blair, ss; Dudley Caudill, c; Merle 
Nickell, lb; Richie Stacy, 3b; 
Jerry Lranklin, 2b; Steve 
Hamilton, p; Walter Brown, rf; 
Harold Hammond, cf. 

Billy Ratliff, Joe Lykins and Jr. 
Dennis were also players on the 
team. Gene Harp, Paul Tesla, Jack 
Carter and Woody “Pats” Tolle 
joined the team for tournament 
play and the district play-off in 
Tennessee. 

Teams in the eastern division 
of the league were West Liberty, 
Irvine, Owingsville, Lancaster, 
Beattyville and Stanton. 

Prom conversations with Guy 
Strong and Hobie Holbrook (bat- 
tery from Irvine), Joe Lykins, 
Merle Nickell, Richie Stacy, Jerry 
Lranklin and my fuzzy memory, 
the incident happened like this: 

The particular game that is the 
subject of this article was between 
Irvine, with ace pitcher Guy 
Strong, and West Liberty, going 
with their ace Steve Hamilton. 
The Blue Sox jumped out to a 6- 
0 lead. In the fourth inning with 
the Blue sox comfortably head it 
came a downpour, “like water 
pouring from a bucket.” 

The game was called. Lor two 
hours, the West Liberty manag- 
ers and players argued the field 
would be playable in a short time, 
and the game could be resumed. 
The Irvine managers and players 
argued that since it hadn’t gone 
enough innings for an official 



game, the game should be called 
and played at a later date. 

The umpires were caught in 
the middle, but sided with the lo- 
cals to delay the game and hope 
the field dried off. Since West 
Liberty had a comfortable lead, 
things were going in our favor. 

Joe Lykins, who was not play- 
ing at the time, says he was sit- 
ting in the bleachers with Henry 
Stacy. Henry was a former catcher 
for the team who had played for 
many years. 

According to Joe, Henry was 
the one who suggested “to help 
dry the field, pour diesel fuel on 
it and set it on fire!” In a short 
time, someone arrived with cans 
of diesel fuel, and it was poured 
on the batter’s box, pitcher’s 
mound and along the base paths. 
You can imagine what a sight it 
was to see that field go up in black 
smoke! 

A group of people loafing in 
front of the drug store wondering 
where the black smoke was com- 
ing from when someone drove 
down Main Street and yelled out, 
“They’ve set the ball field on 
fire!” 

Immediately the group headed 
out Ruth Avenue toward the ball 
field to witness the unbelievable. 
To quote President Roosevelt, it 
was a day that will live in infamy 
in the minds of a few remaining 
witnesses. 

Pinally, the game was contin- 
ued, even though the field was a 
quagmire and not fit to play on. 
All of this was happening to the 
dismay of the Irvine team. 

Jerry Lranklin stated, “The 
two-hour wait took its toll on Big 
Steve Hamilton, and he could 
hardly get anyone out once the 
game restarted.” 

Irvine jumped on Steve like a 
cat bird on a June bug ! They hit 
the ball all over the park and went 
on to defeat the locals pretty con- 
vincingly. No one seems to re- 
member the score locally. Some- 
how, like a lot of unpleasant 
things, it has been blocked out of 
our minds. All we can remember 
is that Irvine won! 

West Liberty did go on and 
win the Blue Grass tournament 
that year, and went to Tennessee 
for the district playoffs.

USDA-NRCS announces sign-up for 
new Conservation Stewardship Pgm. 



Lexington, KY., Aug. 6— Tom 
Perrin, USDA’s Natural Re- 
sources Conservation Service 
(NRCS) State Conservationist in 
Kentucky, announced today that 
a sign-up period has been an- 
nounced for the new Conserva- 
tion Stewardship Program (CSP). 
The program was authorized by 
the Food, Conservation, and En- 
ergy Act of 2008 (2008 Farm 
Bill.) 

CSP is a voluntary program 
that encourages agricultural and 
forestry producers to maintain 
existng conservation activities 
and adopt additional ones on their 
operations. 

Unlike the Conservation Secu- 
rity Program under the 2002 Farm 
Bill which was available only in 
designated watersheds, the new 
Conservation Stewardship Pro- 
gram is available statewide. Inter- 
ested land users may submit an 
application beginning August 10, 
2009, at their local USDA Service 
Center. Although applications 
will be accepted on a continuous 
basis, a ranking cut-off has been 
scheduled for September 30, 
2009. To apply for the new pro- 
gram, potential participants will 
be encouraged to use a self- 



screening checklist first to deter- 
mine whether the new program is 
suitable for them or their opera- 
tion. It will be available on NRCS 
website and at NRCS field of- 
fices. After self-screening, the 
producer’s current and proposed 
conservation practices are entered 
in the conservation measurement 
tool (CMT). This tool estimates 
the level of envionmental perfor- 
mance to be achieved by a pro- 
ducer implementing and main- 
taining conservation activity. The 
conservation performance esti- 
mated by the CMT will be used 
to rank applications. 

NRCS field staff also will con- 
duct on-site field verifications of 
applicants’ information obtained 
from the CMT. Once the poten- 
tial participant has been field veri- 
fied and approved for funding, he 
or she must develop a conserva- 
tion stewardship plan.

ORDINANCE 
Ordinance No. 

08-24-09-01 

An Ordinance Relating To The 
Fixing Of The Annual Tax Rate on Ad 
Valorem Real Estate, Personal Prop- 
erty And Motor Vehicles For The City 
Of West Liberty, Kentucky For Tax 
Year 2009. 

WHEREAS, it is necessary and proper 
for the City of West Liberty, Kentucky, 
to fix the annual tax rate on ad valo- 
rem real estate, personal property, and 
motor vehicles. 

SECTION 1 : There is levied an annual 
ad valorem tax for the City of West Lib- 
erty General Fund purposes of 21 .5 cents 
upon each One Hundred ($100.00) Dol- 
lars of value of real property and 17. 
cents upon each One Hundred Dollars 
of value on all tangible personal prop- 
erty which can be legally assessed for 
taxation by the City of West Liberty, 
Kentucky, 3.0 cents upon each One Hun- 
dred ($100.00) Dollars of value of all real 
and tangible property to be used in the 
Fire Tax Fund. 

SECTION II: There is levied an annual 
tax rate of 16. cents of each One Hun- 
dred ($100.00) Dollars of the fair cash 
value upon all motor vehicles in the City 
of West Liberty, Kentucky, for general 
fund purposes to the city. 

SECTION III: There is levied an annual 
tax rate of 25. cents of each One Hun- 
dred ($100.00) Dollars of fair cash value 
upon all Bank Franchise and Local Tax 
deposits, in the City of West Liberty, 
Kentucky. 

SECTION IV: This rate is for tha tax- 
able year of 2009/2010 and thereafter 
unless properly amended or a new rate 
established by law. 

SECTION V: The assessment used by 
the City for the purposes provided 
herein shall be the county assessment 
as prepared by the Morgan County 
Property Valuation Administrator. 

Section VI: All delinquent property 
taxes shall be subject to all collection 
procedures. In addition, a 1 0% fee shall 
be collected with all taxes not paid in 
full by January 31st of the tax-billing 
period. 

SECTION VII: This ordinance shall be- 
come effective upon proper readings 
and publication. 

First reading of this ordinance con- 
ducted on the 27th day of July, 2009. 
Second reading and Adoption by the 
City Council of the City of West Liberty, 
Kentucky, this 24th day of August, 2009.

Farm Service Agency (FSA) 
reminds agricultural producers 
of deadlines to apply for the 
Non-insured Crop Disaster As- 
sistance Program (NAP) for 
crops in order to be eligible for 
the agency’s disaster assistance 
programs. 

The NAP provides financial 
assistance to producers of non- 
insurable crops when low yields, 
loss of inventory or prevented 
planting occurring because of 
natural disasters. Producers must 
purchase at least catastrophic 
(CAT) level of insurance for all 
insurable crops and/or FSA’s 
NAP coverage for non-insurable 
crops to be eligible for the USD A 



Farm Service Agency disaster 
assistance programs. 

The final dates to apply for 
coverage under NAP for 2010 for 
the following crops are: 

Sept. 1 - Sodgrass, Christmas 
trees, crustaceans, ornamental 
nursery, finfish and flowers. 

Sept. 30 - Barley-GR, rye, 
TEFF and wheat. 

Producers must apply for cov- 
erage before a disaster strikes. 
Like regular crop insurance, once 
an application period closes, the 
opportunity to obtain coverage is 
gone. 

For details, producers should 
contact their local county FSA 
office. 



Ask your health care provider 
and health insurance company if 
you can get an extra supply of 
your regular prescription drugs 
and medical supplies, such as 
glucose monitoring supplies.
